All physicians agree that ani- 
mals in which inflammation hasproduced 
pus arc extremely dangerous for human 
food. Moreover, lb«H diseases have a 
tendency to tuberculosis, a disease to 
which the hog is particularly liable. It 
is also a well-known fact that meat from 
anisaals having had tuberculosis will

There are about 4,000 women employed by 
the government, and although the work la 
chiefly clerical they are also valuable assist- 
ants in a vr.rioty of other occupations, many 
of which are comparatively new to women. 
The greatest number are employed in the 
treasury, which was the first department to 
make use of their services. The occasion arose 
during the late civil war, and was entirely a 
question of expediency and even necessity, in 
order to All the large number of vacancies 
made by the enlistment of the employes. 

Women were first employed as counters of 
currency, and soon afterward as clerks, copy- 
hits, etc. As counters of money— work re- 
quiring chiefly quickness of sight and deftness 
of hand— women have always excelled and 
have been uniformly preferred to men. Their 
undoubted honesty has also contributed much 
to their value in this work. It is said by the 
officials in charge of the currency division 
that a cane of dishonesty on the part of a 
woman has never occurred since their em- 
ployment in the treasury. 

TRF.ASI.-KV AND INTERIOR DEPARTMENTS. 

There are 1,349 women employes in the 
treasury department, including 450 in the 
bureau of engraving and printing. They are 
employed as corresponding clerks, account- 
ants, stenographers, copyists, counters, li- 
brarians, and in some few instances as chiefs 
in charge of sections, their duties being super- 
visory. Nome of the books kept by women 
are models of beauty and accuracy. In the 
issue division a. lady has for several years had 
charge of the books containing the exact 

troyed and outstanding; also the amounts of 
daily currency redeemed and destroyed in the 
several states and territories. This involves a 
va-st amount of detail and accuracy of ac- 
counts which it i, difficult for the uninitiated 
to conceive of. 

The annual report of the controller of the 
currency, with the bewildering columns of 
statistics, is almost exclusively the work of 
women clerks. In some of the auditor's offi- 
ces the women are obliged to have a knowl- 
edge of banking as well a* of mathematics. 

The diflleult and responsible work of th« 
redemption agency is done entirely by 
women.

tion, and recognise In him a Democrat ot the 
truest type, ever ready to sacrifice bin per- 
sonal ambition (or the welfare of bis party, a 
lawyer of exoellent ablUty, and a man of 
sterling boner, generous nature and absolute 
Integrity.
